Somervlle, N. J., Nov. 12 (By A. 
P:).—~ One telephone conversation 
between the Rev. Edward W. Hall 
and Mrs. Eleanor R. Mills, who 
were slain in a double murder four 
years ago, was described today in 
the trial of Mrs. Frances Stevens 
Hall, the minister’s widow), and her 
brothers, Willie and Henry Stev-| 
ens. 

The testimony was given by 
Loulee Geist Riehl, a former maid 
in the Hall household. 

Mrs. Riehl, who was Louise 
Geist when she was employed in 
the Hall home, told of answering a 
ring of the telephone in the late 
afternoon of September 14, 1922. 
The murders were committed on 
the night of September 14. The 
former maid said she recognized 
the voice.of Mrs. Mills inquiring 
for Mr. Hall. Mrs. Hall, said the 
witness, also started to answer the 
call at another telephone on the 
floor below but replaced the receiv- 
er and walked away when informed 
that the call was for Mr. Hall and 
that he had called from a bathroom 
that he would answer it. 

The State submitted that at a 
grand jury investigation in 1922, 
the witness had said that she did 
not know whether Mrs. Hall heard 
the conversation. 


Hall’s Words Quoted. 


The one-sided dialogue as ro- 
peated today quoted Mr. Hall: 

“Yes, yes, yes, that’s too bad. I 
was going to the church a little 
later, can’t we make an arrange- 
ment for about a quarter to eight?”’ 

Mrs. Riehl said that the minister 
later went out with the explanation | 
to Mrs. Hall, that he was going to 
“gee about Mrs. Mills’ hospital 
bill,” with the added assurance 
that he would not be late return- 
ing.

Something terrible has happened.

Tho airplane and aerial bomb today 
were added to armored cars, ma- 
chine guns and other novel weapons 
used in the southern Illinois gang 
warfare between the rival Shelton 
and Birger liquor factions. 

Flying low over Shady Rest, a 
roadhouse operated by Charley 
Birger, gang leader, 10 miles east 
of Marion, an unidentified aviator 
dropped a bomb which failed to ex- 
plode. 

Seven or eight gangsters then 
ran out of tho place and began fir- 
ing at the plane with rifles and 
machine guns ap it circled around 
again and dropped two more bombs. 

One was a dud. The other ex- 
ploded in the woods 100 yards from 
the roadhouse. 

Aviator Is Not Struck. 

The gun fire did not find its 
mark, but the aviator flew away 
rapidly to the north. The attack- 
ing plane bore no marks of identi 
fication, and the pilot could not be 
seen clearly from the ground. One 
witness said he believed a second 
man was in the cockpit. 

No damage was done by the ex- 
plosion, but Birger, who was at his 
home at Harrisburg at the time, 
was wrought up over the new 
method of Waging- war against him. 

“There'll be something ponvin 
off here now,” he told a newspaper 
correspondent. “They can’t try that 
stuff on me. I'll get an airplane, 
if I can, and I'll use it, too.” 

The air raid apparently was in 
reply to an early morning visit to- 
day by alleged Birger gangsters at 
West City, near Benton, 20 miles 
north of here, where they poured a 
heavy machine gun and rifle fire 
into two houses in a: neighborhood 
frequented by the Sheltonites. 

Mayor's Brother in One. 

One of the houses is occupied by 
Gus Adams, brother of the 300- 
pound mayor of the town, Joe 
Adams, and the other is the home 
of Mrs. Mary Loughran, an elderly 
widow. Both homes have been de- 
scribed by Birger as Shelton haneg- 
outs, and Mayor Adams, who lives 
nearby, has admitted that he some 
time ago enlisted the Sheltons’ aid 


to protect himself from Birger, 
who, he declared, had threatened 
his life. 


Shortly after the shooting, Carl 
and Bernie Shelton, gang leaders. 
were arrested on the streets of Ben- 
ton by six postoffice inspectors, as- 
sisted by the sheriff of Franklin 
county, a deputy sheriff and a dep- 
uty United States marshal. The 
Sheltons did not resist. 

Their arrest disclosed that they 
and anqther man, whose name is 
withheld, had been indicted by a 
Federal grand jury at Springfield, 
Ill., last Tuesday for alleged com- 
plicity in the $15,000 robbery of a 
64-year-old postoffice messenger at 
Collinsville, Ill., a suburb of East 
St. Louis, on January 27, 19265. 


Birger Had Accused Them, 


The Sheltons owe their arrest 
largely to Birger, who has openly 
charged they committed the Col- 
linsville robbery. Their bonds 
were set at $60,000. They were 
taken by train to East St. Louis, 
where an order for their removal 
to Springfield was obtained. 

Twenty-six machine gun and 
other bullet holes were counted in 
the Loughran house and nineteen 
bullet holes in the Gus Adams 
house. 

Presumably the gunmen bie in- 
tended to fire upon the mayor's 
house, but were mistaken as to its 
location. After one fussilade the 
gangsters speeded away. 

Shelton gangsters, who formerly 
made their headquarters at the 
mayor’s home, were driven out of 
Franklin county by the sheriff and

Preserving Linens. 

Linen, like fine silverware and 
china, has often been handed down 
from generation to generation as 
prized inheritances. This is par- 
ticularly true in England and con- 
tinental Europe, where -pride in 
beautiful linens is as much a tra- 
dition as that applied to any heir- 
looms. 

But in order to make it possible 
| to keep fine linen damasks in their 
original condition of shining beau- 
ty it is necessary to exercise cer- 
tain fundamental principles of car- 
ing for them, which, unfortunately, 
are inclined to be overlooked in the 
American system of domestic econo- 
i'my. The life of a beautiful piece 
of damask is almost interminable 
'if these simple principles are faith- 
‘fully applied. New linens should 


| be laundered before they are laid

“UNCLE JOE” CANNON. 

“Uncle Joe’? Cannon is dead. In view of the 
favorable tone of the bulletins from his sick 
room, the announcement of his death yesterday 
afternoon came as a shock to the whole coun- 
try. Outstanding figure that he was in the 
turmoil and strife of the political life of the 
last quarter century, fighting with all the vigor 
of an intense partisan, he retired from public 
life three years ago beloved of all, and holding 
the respect and admiration of those enrolled 
as his political opponents. Announcement of 
his death will be received with sincere regret 
everywhere. 

Joseph Gurney Cannon was typical of. the 
times in which he was reared and during which 
he served the major portion of his long term 
in Congress. He was the last of the great 
leaders of the standpatters, who believed in 
and fought for party regularity. He believed, 
with almost fanatical zeal, in the principles 
of party government and party responsibility 
when vested with political power. That was 
his dominant thought when, as Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, he ruled it abso- 
lutely and compelled it to bow to his indomi- 
table will. That position of power and in- 
fluence came to him through long years of 
service in which the caliber of the Man was 
tried and tested in many bitter contests and 
his qualities of leadership proved. 

Mr. Cannon came to the House in 1873 at the 
beginning of the Forty-third Congress. With 
the exception of two terms, when he, with 
others of the regulars, were engulfed in po- 
litical landslides, he served until the end of 
the Sixty-seventh Congress, retiring volun- 
tarily to spénd his declining years in peace 
and quiet. His 90 years were full of useful- 
. ness, and his hard common sense was beneficial 

to the whole country. 

* Many Americans perceived in “Uncle Joe” 
Cannon a practical politician, and nothing else. 
But he was far more than that. No man who 

* ever served in Congress contributed a greater 
total of valuable service than Mr. Cannon. His 

‘ broad mind and vast experience gave him a na- 

* tional viewpoint and enabled him to shape 
legislation in the national interest, for the fu- 
ture as illumined by the past. His industry, 

* hig mastery of the intricacies of the govern- 

“ment machine, his courage, and his devotion 

‘to the national interest were of incalculable 

value to the country. ‘ 

In summing up the life work of Mr. Cannon 
it should not be forgotten that he was the mov- 
ing spirit in the creation of the majestic Lin- 
coln Memorial. He killed off insignificant and 
inappropriate projects for many years, until 
the time could arfive when a suitable me- 
morial to Lincoln could be provided. Then he 
wielded the power necessary to call into being 
the structure which Americans fondly hope 
will stand for all time as a testimonial of the 
greatness of Lincoln. 

As Speaker of the House Mr. Cannon was 
shorn of his power but not his office by the 
uprising of the insurgency which later was 
transferred to the Senate, and which today to 
“some extent operates in both bodies, but even 
>the bitterness of that contest failed to blind 
* men of all parties to the lovable character of 
* the man, which repeatedly found expression in 
“the House and accompanied him into his peace- 
* 141 seclusion. In the death of ‘‘Uncle Joe” 
“the country has lost one of its foremost citi- 
“zens, one whose memory will be revered.

separator. The milk from which the butter-fat 
has been thus mechanically eliminated, is then 
treated with lactic acid, or some other chemi- 
cal, and “‘synthetic” buttermilk is the result. 

Instead of trying to convince the public,that 
feeding whey, skim-milk and real buttermilk— 
right out of the churn—to hogs and calves is 
wasting good protein, it would seem that the 
Department of Agriculture might better devote 
some of its energies, and a portion of its ap- 
propriations, to devising a plan whereby the 
gap between the waste-vats of the creameries 
and the buttermilk lovers of the cities may be 
reduced about 99 per.cent. 


A PUBLIC WORKS DEPARTMENT. 

A national committee of engineers, after an 
exhaustive two years’ study, has submitted to 
the American engineering council at Cornell 
university a comprehensive plan to reorganize 
the administrative structure of the Federal gov- 
ernment with a view to coordinating all its en- 


gineering functions. Through these various 


governmental agencies hundreds of millions of 
dollars are‘expended annually, and this com- 
mittee of experts finds that through proper co- 


ordination greater efficiency would be obtained 
and large sums of money saved to the tax- 
pavers. 

This would be a most laudable consumma- 
tion, but there are obvious reasons why it is al- 
most impossible of achievement. The one out- 
standing reason why governmental coordina- 
tion is seemingly impossible is the fact that 
while it would be the sensible thing to do, the 
politicians decline to give it their support, 
Twenty years ago the late Senator Aldrich an- 
nounced on the floor of the Senate that if the : 
government would operate its affairs after the 
manner of private corporations he would guar- 
antee an annual saving of $300,000,000. That 
was a huge sum of money for those days; but 
Congress merely listened to the statement and 
did nothing. More recently a congressional 
commission was created to devise a plan to re- 
organize the government departments. Its re- 
port has been considered, but in the presence 
of stiff opposition the plan has not progressed 
béyond the stage of discussion. 

Unless there has been a material change in 
the attitude of Congress and public officials, this 
new plan seems destined to share a like fate. 
The engineering committee recommends estab- 
lishment of a department of public works and 
domain, which would take over from the In- 
terior and other departments all bureaus and 
activities relating to public works, and regroup 
them scientifically in the proposed new depart- 
ment. The committee has studied every func- 
tion and activity of the government that might 
be seriously considered for allocation in this 
new department, and its list is an imposing one. 

This plan probably will fail as have its pred- 
ecessors, because bureaucracy is so strongly 
intrenched within the various departments that 
efficient administration is given less considera- 
tion than the aims of bureau chiefs to 
strengthen their personal positions and cling to 
the power their office carries. The political in- 
fluences behind these petty chieftains should 
not be underestimated. Jealousies of cabinet 
officials and their division and bureau heads 
over legislative encroachment have been all- 
powerful in the past and probably will continue 
to be potent. Itis unfortunate that this is true, 
but even the President of the United States has 
been up against this political cabal and found 
himself powerless to overcome it. Reforms 
such as have been urged by this committee of 
engineers are worthy of enactment, but it is 
quite doubtful if they can succeed in the face 
of adverse political influences. 


BULLDOZING FOR CHARITY. 


In its current issue the Literary Digest pub- 
lishes many columns of comment from the fore- 
most advertisers of the country on President 
Coolidge’s speech dealing with the subject of 
advertising. The contributors to this sym- 
posium are unanimous in their indorsement of 
the views of the chief magistrate, whose tribute 
to the power of printer’s ink has attracted 
world-wide attention. 

But there is one class of ‘‘workers’’ who la- 
bor under the impression that impudent de- 
mands by mail have greater possibilities than 
appeals through the medium of the press. Ref- 
erence is made to the conductors of “drives” 
for funds for various and sundry charities. At 
this season of the year business men, profes- 
sional men, officials and politicians, to say 
nothing of the rest of the community, find 
their mails loaded with envelopes containing 
tickets for all sorts of entertainments which 
are to be given in aid of some worthy cause. 

The tickets are accompanied, invariably, by 
demands that the recipient ‘‘come across’’ with 
the amount printed on the tickets as the price 
of admission, or that he send them back td the 
sender at his own expense. Sometimes the re- 
quired cash is forthcoming, at others the appeal 
goes into the waste basket, but whatever the 
outcome in cash may be, the good accomplished 
is overbalanced by the reaction in the mind of 
the citizen thus held up. The blackmail system 
of obtaining funds in the name of ‘‘sweet char- 
ity’’ is far less effective than judicious adver- 
tising would be. President Coolidge is excel- 
lent authority. © | 


SOAKING THE PUBLIC, 


There has been a suspicion abroad for some 
time that it was going to happen, and now that 
big business finally has succeeded in flagrantly 
and openly gaining control of a prominent gov- 
ernment department, something must be done. 
Several years ago the telephone companies all 
over the country announced that thereafter 
they. would not give out to subscribers the cor- | 
rect time. Apparently that was the opening 
gun in the nefarious seheme which has just 
been completed. It may be remembered that 
the announcement was made when the. art of 
the broadcast was in its infancy. Somé one 
however, had inside information as to the ul- 
timate development and the plans were made 
well. : | 

It looks as though the time for'a killing came 
only a few months ago.

Suppose all the agencies concerned did report 
the fact that furnishing this vital information 
clogged their telephone lines? The obvious so- 
lution of that difficulty was to have installed 
more phones and provided more operators to 
care for them. /The public can not be fooled by 
this apparent excuse. Since it has been an- 
nounced that Arlington and numerous other 
radio stations will continue to repeat the Naval 
observatory time signals, it becomes increas- 
ingly apparent that the entire movement was 
dictated by the radio people, and is designed to 
increase the sale of sets. The public must have 
the correct time at its finger tips, and is going 
to have it even if the matter has to be taken 
to the Interstate Commerce Commission, the 
Federal Trade Commission, President Coolidge, 
or even Senator Borah. 


PACIFISM GONE MAD. 


Armistice day celebrations developed inci- 
dents in widely scattered localities of this coun- 
try that seem to justify the belief that some of 
the people have no conception of what the day 
stands for, or what it means to those who did 
their bit in the great war. 

Patriotic women, just as patriotic men, are 
devoted to their country and believe that the 
best way to prevent war is to prepare in time of 
peace; to teach reverence for the flag and readi- 
ness to fight for it when necessity requires. 

The Women’s club, of Wilmington, 
planned for a “peace parade’ on Armistice 
Day; the display was typical of what was 
planned in other communities by similar organ- 
izations. A number of bands were engaged and 
orders were issued to band leaders that under 
no circumstances must ‘‘The Star-Spangled 
Banner’’ be played. The national anthem was 
tabooed on the grounds that it breathed of war. 
The band of the industrial school refused to 
parade if they could not play the anthem, and 
every other band engaged followed suit. 

Here in Washington, as elsewhere, it is cus- 
tomary to stand at attention as the notes of the 
national anthem are heard; men in uniform sa- 
lute, and the hearts of all loyal Americans are 
stirred to the depths. There must be some- 
thing wrong in a community where “The Star- 
Spangled Banner’”’ is so obnoxious, The loyal 
women of the United States should lose no time 
in repudiating the activities of such women’s 
clubs and condemning the ideas they are seek- 


ing to instill into the minds of the youth of 
today.

ALL BIDS REJECTED. 


The United States Shipping Board has re- 
jected all bids for allocation of three of the 
leading shipping lines, in response to its ad- 
vertisement for proposals for the purchase of 
these services. What will be done with the 
bids for the purchase of the United States 
Lines and the American Merchant Lines has 
not yet been revealed, 

The turn of the road has been reached. 
Either the American merchant marine must 
have government aid or it will disappear. 
Every maritime nation gives government aid 
in some form to its merchant marine. 

Can the United States afford to let {ts ship- 
yards die of dry rot? Can it afford to sur- 
render ocean transportation to foreign ves- 
sels and countries?

FORESTRY’S BIGGEST YEAR. 


Three States joined the forestry parade on 
election day by voting to amend their constitu. 
tions so that forestry taxation laws might be 
passed. The States are California, Minnesota 
and Louisiana. Accordithg to Charles Lathrop 
Pack, president of the American Tree associa- 
tion, their action makes 1926, the semicenten- 
nial of the first step in forestry by the govern- 
ment, the biggest year in the history of for- 
estry education. 

In 1876 Congress instructed Franklin B. 
Hough to find out something about the forestry 
situation. He did, but the rest of the country 
is still trying to find out. 

Some years ago Mr. Pack began a campaign 
of education to awaken the business men to the 
need of putting 81,000,000 acres of idle 
land to work growing trees. He points out 
that the center of the lumber industry is in the 
Rocky mountain country. This means millions 
of dollars in freight charges to the manufac- 
turing centers, which must be passed on to 
the consumer. | f

Self-Determination. 


To the Editor of The Post—-Sir: 
It was not the Southern States but 
New England that originated the 
doctrine of self-determination and 
first formally announced it, accord- 
ing to Edgar J. Rich, general coun- 
sel for the Associated Industries of 
Massachusetts. 

This is contrary to the general 
opinion of many persons, that the 
Southern States, in seceding from 
the Union, thus precipitating the 
civil war, were the originators of 
such a movement. 

This statement was made by Mr. 
Rich recently in Boston in intro- 
duging Alfred B. Thom, general 
counsel of the Association of Rail- 
way Executives, as the principal 
speaker at a luncheon given by the 
Massachusetts organization. 

“I do not want you to think,’’ 
said Mr. Rich, ‘‘that the South was 
the originator of the doctrine of 
self-determination —- that doctrine, 
which has come*into such promi- 
nence and favor, since the great 
war and which is based upon the 
principle that every people has a 
right to be governed in its own way, 
according to its own interests and 
aspirations.

U.S. PLANE WRECKED 
IN CUP RACE TEST 


|Lieut. Tomlinson, Schneider 
Trophy Contestant, Has 


Narrow Escape. 
Norfolk, Va, Nov. 12 (By A. P.). 
Fate that two weeks ago sent one 
of the navy’s most daring race 
| pilots. Lieut. Frank H’. Conant 2d, 


plunging to death with his plane in 
the waters of Chesapeake bay, 
again stepped in today to lengthen 
the odds against the United States 
in the international seaplane race 
for the Jacques Schneider trophy 
here tomorrow afternoon. One of 
the three planes that were picked 
to match their speed and the skill 
of the pilots against the pick of 
the Italian flying forces, the only 
other competitor in the event this 
year, a Packard-motored Curtis bi- 
plane that was said to have made a 
speed of 258 miles an hour, was 
wrecked in a test flight and is defi- 
nitely out of the race. Its pilot, 
Lieut. William G. Tomlinson, bare- 
ly escaped with his life.
